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Washington, Feb. 19.—Senator Knox 
today introduced a bill to establish a 
system of postal savings banks. The 
bill embodies the plan outlined by 
Postm aster General Meyer in his an­ 
nual report, aud which he has advo­ 
cated in public address as being cal­ 
culated to 
encourage 
economy 
and 
thrift and to afford a place of deposit 
free from any possibility of doubt or 
suspicion for vast 
sums 
of 
money 
which might be otherwise hoarded and 
kept out of circulation through ig­ 
norance or lack of confidence. 
The bill authorizes the Postm aster 
General to establish a system of pos­ 
tal savings banks comprised of such 
money order offices as he 
may 
de­ 
signate for that 
purpose. 
Accounts 
may be opened and deposits made in 
any postal savings bank established 
under this act by any person of the 
age of IO years or over in his own 
name, by a married woman In her 
own name and free from any control 
or interference by her husband, by a 
trustees as such on behalf of any per­ 
son, by a parent, guardian or other 
person for the benefit of a child under 
IO years of age, or by any charitable 
or benevolent society or association, 
provided that no persons or organiza­ 
tion shall have more than one postal 
savings account, except that a trustee, 
parent, guardian or other person may 
have an individual account, and an ac­ 
count in his representative capacity 
for each person or child for whom he 
may be entitled to open an account. 
The bill further provides that a pos­ 
tal bank shall receive deposits of mon­ 
ey in even dollars, with $1.00 ae a 
minimum and postmasters are requir­ 
ed to make daily reports to the Post­ 
m aster General, who will forward to 
the depositors a written acknowledg­ 
ment of its receipt. 
Deposits are not liable to seizure or 
detention under legal process against 
the depositor, and such funds are ex­ 
empt from taxation. 
Interest at the 
rate of 2 per cent per annum is al­ 
lowed depositors and the postmaster 
general is 
authorized 
to place the 
money deposited 
in 
postal 
savings 
banks in national banks at a rate of 
interest satisfactory to the secretary 
of the treasury. 
These National depositories are to 
be in the immediate vicinity of postal 
banks from which the money is drawn 
as a safe-guard against centraliza­ 
tion of currency and as a means of fa­ 
cilitating the return of money to the 
channels of trade. 
National banks are prohibited from 
receiving any compensation for cash­ 
ing or collecting checks or any oth­ 
er service in connection with postal 
banks. 
W ithdrawals of deposits may 
be made at any time subject to cer­ 
tain regulations. 
The bill carries an appropriation of 
$100,000 to give it effect.

from the house. The provision estab­ 
lishing local liquor agencies is ord­ 
ered submitted to a referendum at 
the general state election this 
fall, 
and provides that should a majority 
of all the votes cast in the election 
favorable, the dispensary plan shall 
Income a part of the constitution. 
If 
a majority is adverse, the dispensary 
plan is repealed in its entirety. Other­ 
wise the provision for dispensaries re­ 
mains as a staute and subject only to 
future action.

DEPOSIT GUARANTY PROCEDURE 


Oklahoma National Bank Informed by 
Controller How to Put It 
in 
Operation. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—Because it 
Drought its question up through the 
wrong channel, the 
First 
Na ti'ma1 
bank of Bennington, Ok., has been de­ 
layed in finding out from the con­ 
troller of the currency whether it 
may avail itself of the Oklahoma de­ 
posit guaranty law. The controller has 
received a letter from one of the of­ 
ficers of that bank making formal in­ 
quiry, informing him that the direc­ 
tors have decided to have the bank 
avail itself of the Oklahoma law, if 
permitted by the controller, aul ach­ 
ing whether that permission can be 
obtained. 
The controller has returned the let­ 
ter to the bank. He says the Oklaho­ 
ma law prescribed that when a Nation­ 
al bank desires to avail itself of the 
law' it must first apply to the state 
commissioner of banking, and that if 
he shall assent, he is then to make 
the application to the controller of 
the currency. 
When the controller gets this ap­ 
plication from til-: slate banking com­ 
missioner in behalf of the First Na­ 
tional bank of Bennington he will sub­ 
mit the question to the Attorney Gen­ 
eral.

demonstrated that wireless telephon­ 
ing could be carried on over consid­ 
erable distances without losing any­ 
thing in clearness and 
distinctness. 
Having made this demonstration, Mr. 
Poulsen undertook to improve his ap­ 
paratus, and almost every 
day 
in­ 
creased the length of the line over 
which he held conversations with his 
assistants. 
Finally, he had come to have so 
much confidence in his system th at he 
undertook the risk of trying to speak 
over a distance of 250 English miles 
that being the distance from Lyngby 
to Weisensee, near Berlin. When Mr. 
Poulsen, at his station 
at 
Lyngby, 
clearly heard the voices of his assist­ 
ants and understood distinctly all that 
they were saying to him from their 
station at Weisensee, he was over­ 
joyed. There was a perfect exchange 
of conversation between the two sta­ 
tions. 
The difference between the spark­ 
ling wireless waves and Mr. Poulsen’s 
undamped wireless waves accounts for 
the great result which Mr. Poulsen has 
achieved. Mr. Poulsen himself defines 
the difference as follows: 
‘ The wireless sparks are to be com­ 
pared to the shell from a big gun. 
When fired, you get 
an 
enormous 
blow like that caused by an explosion, 
but the force of this blow is lost after 
a short time, the undamped waves 
produce a sort of singing vibration of 
enormous rapidity, and they go on 
their way around the globe with the 
same force as that with which they 
leave the transm itting apparatus. 
Nothing can stop them, not even 
the highest mountain. 
They cannot 
go through the mountain, but they go 
singing over it, and then pass along 
until they reach the receiving appara­ 
tus to which they are appointed. 
It will be easier for the waves to 
cross the Atlantic, and of course the 
North sea, than to go from Weisensee 
to Lyngby. 
The station at Lyngby is 
unfortunately situated 
for wireless 
telephone conversation, especially with 
the station at Weisensee, which also 
is badly situated and equipped.

New York.—Subtle scents suggest­ 
in g the sunlit vineyards of France, 
from which it is supposed to have 
come 150 years ago, hang in lingering 
affection about the neck of a bottle of 
brandy which has just been brought 
to light by R. W. Dryden, while ran­ 
sacking the garret of his ancestors. 
The bottle was found in a box of 
selected pine which had been put to­ 
gether with screws and elaborately 
sealed. 
The receptacle 
bore 
the 
stencil 
sxtarks on its lid “Lewis M. Cowles, 
«sq., Baltimore, Md., 1757.” 
, W hen the cover was removed the 
$K>tUe, which holds about a quart, was 
found wrapped in newspapers bearing 
th e date of February 6, 1864. 
There was an old-fashioned label 


with a red border on it, on which it 
was set forth that the contents were 
“old French brandy 
of 1757. 
pre­ 
sented to the Sanitary Fair by H. J. 
de Pyster.” 
The bottle had been purchased by 
a relative of Mr. Dryden at the fair, 
which was organized to raise funds 
for soldiers wounded 
in 
the 
civil 
war. 
The cork 
was surmounted by a 
cockade* of pink ribbon, and around 
the neck was a band of green fringe, 
which, low descending, swept the bot­ 
tle’s aged breast. 
Mr. Dryden took the box to the cafe 
of Emil Struever, 
at 876 
Broadway, 
where it was placed in the window for 
exhibition. 
Several offers have been made for 
the bottle, but the highest, $250, has 
been refused, the owner declaring that 
he would not think of disposing of 
such an heirloom.

Having made this demonstration, Mr 
Poulsen undertook to improve his ay 
paratus, and almost every 
day 
In 


creased the length of the line over 
which he,held conversations with his 
assistants. 


Finally, he had come to have 


much confidence in his system thaf he 
undertook the risk of trying to speak 
over a distance of 250 English. miles 
—that being the distance from Lyngby 
to Welsenaee, near Berlin. When Mr. 
Poulsen, at his station 
at 
Lyngby, 


clearly heard the voices of his assist- 
ants and understood distinctly all that 
they were saying to him from their 
station at Weiseusee, be was over- 
joyed. There was a perfect exchange 
of conversation between the two sta- 
tions. 


The difference between the spark- 


ling wireless waves and Mr. Foulson's 
undamped wireless waves accounts for 
the great result which Mr. Poulsen baa 
achieved. Mr. Poulsen himself defines 
the difference as follows:

Government Selects Site In Frisco and 


Will Spend $2,000,000. 


San Francisco.—It Is announced that 


the federal authorities have taken 
definite steps to secure a site here for 
the biggest United States army depot 
In the country. The Institution Is to 
be located on part of the existing army 
reservation at Fort Mason and then 
run forth on land at present 
sub- 
merged. 


This submerged land Is owned by 


the Dore family of this city and Mrs. 
Herman Oelrichs and her sister, Mrs. 
William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., of New 
York. The land is to be condemned 
in the United States circuit court. As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
Clark has planned a suit for that pur- 
pose. 


Congress has appropriated $1,500,000 


to pay for the site and filling in the 
submerged section. Outside the price 
of the condemned land the depot with 
its many buildings and wharves is 
to cost $2,000,000. 


The site to be condemned lies be- 


tween Laguna and Lewis streets and 
Van Ness avenue and now is a small, 
shallow arm of the bay, on which the 
headquarters of Gen. Funston looks.

Niles, Mich.—It is a rare sight to 


see a herd of elk with their young at 
their sides on a farm these days, but 
such a thing is viewed annually by 
hundreds of people in the Bonfne 
park, on the famous Bonine farm, 
near Vadalia, Penn 
township, Cass 


county. This, the only elk farm in 
Michigan, and one of the few in the 
United States, consists of 1,600 acres, 
and is owned by Mrs. James B. Bonine 
of this city and her three children— 
Isaac A. Bonine and Mrs. W. T. Dou- 
gan of this place and Mrs. B. B. 
Hammond of Sheldon, N. D. 


James E. Bonine settled in Penn 


township In 1843, whither he went 
penniless, his father having lost his 
fortune in Wayne county, Indiana, as 
a result of the failure of the Richmond 
bank. Penn township was then an al- 
most unbroken forest. 


Mr. Bonine lived a life of great 


activity and became the owner of 
1,600 acres of land, a portion of which 
was prairie, 
while 
800 
acres 
he 


cleared. He became the leading bank- 
er of Cass county, and his widow is 
now the largest stockholder of 
the 


First National bank of Cassopolis. He 
died in Niles In 1898 at the age of 82 
years. His widow is now 82 years of 
age and is remarkably well preserved. 


Upon this land Mr. Bonine estab- 


lished in 1862 what is known as Bo- 
nine park, consisting of a tract of 60 
acres, which he stocked with buffalo 
and elk. This tract is still kept up, 
and although there are no buffalo 
there are still a large number of elk. 


Isaac Bonine states that they dis- 


continued raising 
buffaloes 
because 


the animals, which in the wild state 
migrate to the south In the fall, did 
not do well here except in summer, 
whereas the elk are: even hardier 
than cattle and never seek any shelter 
from the elements, sleeping dry and 
warm in the snow In winter, whereas 
cattle would melt through. He says 
the hollow hair of the elk prevents 
.the heat of the body passing out and 
the cold from entering. 


Mr. Bonine says that the raising of j 


elk has proved very profitable; that 
they have sold them for public and; 
private parks all over the country, in-, 
eluding the cities of Chicago, where - 
he placed some of the elk in 1882;, 
Detroit and Grand 
Raplda. 
where 


seme were placed in the parks at the 
Soldiers' home. The elk bring $100 at 
any age after six months. 


The first pair of elk they secured 


in western Iowa. Several years ago 
seven head were sold to King Em- 
manuel of Italy, and the king dis- 
patched « man-of-war to the United 
States to take them back. The king 
has established a big park and the 
elk procured of the Bonines were the 
beginning of a herd which has be- 
come world famous.

which was organized to raise funds 
for soldiers wounded in

war. 


The cork was surmounted by a 


cockadej of pink ribbon, and around 
the neck was a band of green fringe, 
which, low descending, swept the bot- 
tle's aged breast. 


Mr. Dryden took the box to the cafe 


of Emll Struever, at 876 Broadway, 
where it was placed In the wjndow for 
exhibition.
